Arrows give their 
'best ever' display 


THE Red Arrows returned to 
Lyme Regis last week for what 
has been described as their “best 
and longest” display in the town. 

After the RAF’s crack aerobatic team 
announced that it would have to charge 
for its future displays in Lyme Regis, 
there were concerns that the Arrows 
would not be making an appearance 
this year. 

The Arrows usually appear in Lyme 
as the highlight of Lifeboat Week, but 
the RNLI Guild said it was unable to 
commit the necessary £12,000 to se¬ 
cure a display from its charity funds. 
Lifeboat Week also clashed with the 
pilot’s period of annual leave. 

But thanks to a successful fundraising 


campaign launched by the View From 
Lyme Regis newspaper - spearheaded 
by editor and managing director Philip 
Evans, who first brought the RAF team 
to the town in the 1970s - the Arrows 
were able to make a triumphant return 
on Thursday, continuing their 40 year- 
plus relationship with the town. 

The fundraising campaign was sup¬ 
ported by a significant donation from 
one local company and by the launch¬ 
ing of the Lyme Regis Red Arrows 100 
Club, in which 100 members pay £100 
towards the cost of the display. 

To celebrate their return, Thursday 
was named Red Letter Day and a 
whole programme of Red Arrows- 
theme events were held on the seafront,

He is now a deputy launching authority, ed¬ 
ucation volunteer and lifeboat visits officer for 
Lyme Regis lifeboat crew, currently celebrat¬ 
ing Lyme Regis Lifeboat Week, and was re¬ 
cently appointed secretary of the local branch 
of the Royal British Legion. 

The and Annemarie have two grown up 
daughters and a grandson. 


• WHERE are you originally from and what made 
you decide to move to Lyme Regis? 

Having been a service child I spent much of my early 
years abroad in Malaya and Cyprus but returned to 
the UK in the early 1960s to continue my secondary 
education in and around Newbury in Berkshire. 
However, before moving to Lyme Regis in 2012 we 
lived near Andover in Hampshire. We moved to Lyme 
on a whim really! We felt we had another move in us 
and just felt we wanted somewhere where we could 
go walking without getting into a car and if possible 
have a sea view. Well, we are fortunate that we have 
both! 



• WHY did you want to get involved with the 
charity? 

Although I have never been a sailor I have done a lot 
of scuba diving in my earlier years so have always 
had a healthy respect for the sea. As such I have been 
an RNLI shoreline member for a number of years and 
held our brave lifeboat crews and lifeguards in the 
highest regards. Our move to Lyme Regis provided 
the opportunity to become actively engaged with 
the RNLI. 


• YOU'RE also a member of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion branch - why is it important to you to sup¬ 
port this charity? 

Having served in the Armed Forces one never really 
leaves! By becoming involved with Royal British Le¬ 
gion helps in maintaining the comrade spirit and in 
some small way helping those less fortunate than 
oneself. 


• ARE you involved with any other local organi¬ 
sations? 

The RNLI and the Royal British Legion take up most 
of my volunteering time but we support a number 
of other local organisations and societies as and 
when we can such as the Marine Theatre. 


• DID you always want a career in the Army? 

No, originally I wanted to be a pilot in the RAF but 
was not medically fit enough for flying duties, al¬ 
though my medical condition did not preclude a ca¬ 
reer in commercial flying. However, on balance I 
chose a career in the Army much to my father's dis¬ 
gust having been a decorated wartime bomber pilot! 


Firstly, I am one of the Lyme Regis lifeboat Deputy 
Launching Authorities and, secondly, I am an educa¬ 
tion volunteer visiting schools and youth organisa¬ 
tions to provide beach and sea safety presentations. 
Lastly, I am the lifeboat visits officer and in between 
that my wife Annemarie and I do ad hoc RNLI shop 
volunteering to help out when regular volunteers 
are not available. 


• TELL us a little about your career in the Army... 

I was commissioned into the Royal Army Ordnance 
Corps in 1969 and served continually for 33 years in¬ 
cluding 10 years in the Royal Logistic Corps. Al¬ 
though I was a trained Bomb Disposal Officer, I spent 
most of my career as an equipment support man¬ 
ager and served in Germany, Northern Ireland, Hong 
Kong and Belize in Central America. 

Belize was the most fascinating role as I was the lo¬ 
gistic adviser to both the Government of Belize's 
Ministry of National Security and the Commander of 
the Belize Defense Force. 
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• WHAT do you enjoy doing in your spare time? 

When time permits Annemarie and I have taken up 
sit-on-top kayaking and just pray every time we go 
out we do not have to call upon the services of the 
lifeboat! I guess we'd never live that one down. We 
also take time to walk around the local area taking 
in all those wonderful views of the Jurassic Coast has 
to offer. I am also a tour guide for Palmers Brewery 
in Bridport which is a fascinating experience. 


• WHAT did you do after this? 

I retired from the Army in 2001 and worked in Lon¬ 
don for the British Quality Foundation for three years, 
after which I returned to working as a consultant in 
the Defence Logistic Organisation. My last six years 
were spent as a continuous improvement specialist 
at the Atomic Weapons Establishment near Reading 


• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

Lyme Regis really is a delightful town with lovely 
people all of whom have made us most welcome in 
the short time we have been in residence. We enjoy 
the bustle of summer listening to the children's 
laughter and spending time on the beach with Hugo 
our grandson when we have him to stay. We also 
love the winter time with all the storms and wonder 
at the power of the sea which can change from 
friend to foe so quickly. 


• WHAT does your role with the RNLI entail? 

I currently fulfil a number of roles with the RNLI.

LYME Regis has been listed among the 
10 seaside towns in the UK with the high¬ 
est property prices.

(£364,306), Port Isaac in Cornwall (£356,962) - 
where hit television show “Doc Martin” starring 
Martin Clunes was filmed - and Woolacombe in 
Devon (£347,507). 

House prices in Lyme Regis has been a hot topic 
of conversation in recent weeks. Several residents 
have taken to social media site Facebook to com¬ 
plain that prices are too expensive for local people 
to buy and that people from out of town are being 
housed in Lyme by West Dorset District Council 
ahead of those who already live here. 

Lyme resident Matt Puddy, a regular commenta¬ 
tor on local affairs, said: “Until town councils gain 
control over district councils - as far as allocation 
for social housing is concerned - Lyme Regis will 
continue to be swamped with residents that other 
towns and cities do not want. 

“More and more housing is being handed to peo¬ 
ple with no connection to this town whatsoever. 
Moreover, many are moved here because of prior 
anti-social behaviour. 

“It is a disgusting disgrace that many residents, 
myself included, who have family and who work 
in Lyme are unable to find affordable housing in 
the place where they grew up. 

“This travesty and betrayal must end and it must 
end now.” 

Another resident described Lyme as a “dumping 
ground” for people from other areas, while some 
argued that not all those who have been housed in 
the town should be “tarred with the same brush”. 

The issue of affordable housing in Lyme Regis 
was raised at a recent town council meeting, when 
the council was asked to become a custodian 
trustee for the Community Land Trust, which re¬ 
cently received planning permission for 15 afford¬ 
able rented properties off Timber Hill. 


The role of custodian trustee is to hold the legal 
estate to the property and some councillors were 
concerned this would pose a financial risk to the 
council. 

However, the Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, 
said: “Everyone wants affordable housing to rent 
in Lyme Regis and if you want it then we have to 
take the risks that come with it... This is something 
the town wants, I think it is something we should 
support.” 

Keith Jenkin of the Community Land Trust was 
asked how the group was progressing in ensuring 
the houses would be allocated to local people. 

Mr Jenkin said “with great difficulty”, but as the 
houses were not likely to be completed for 18 
months he was hopeful that this issue could be re¬ 
solved with the help of the district council. 

Town, district and county councillor Daryl 
Turner, who said that affordable housing was a 
“priority” for the town, gave an update on West 
Dorset District Council’s housing allocations pol¬ 
icy, which states that applicants to its Dorset Home 
Choice housing list must be a resident in the West 
Dorset District Council or Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council area for the last two years; work 
in the relevant local authority area or need to move 
to take up an offer of permanent employment; have 
family connections in the relevant local authority 
area; or need to move to the area to receive med¬ 
ical or other support. 

However, Councillor Turner said that discussions 
had been held on the allocations policy for the 
Community Land Trust houses and that this would 
include houses for local people and for those pre¬ 
viously deemed “adequately housed”, which he 
said was “good news”.

including children’s competitions, pavement art, a 
Red Arrows hat competition and ‘Red Ammo’, which 
saw local councillors and members of the local press 
take to the stocks to be pelted with wet sponges. 

Hix Oyster & Fish House in Lister Gardens hosted 
a special Red Arrows breakfast and Red Arrows 100 
Club members enjoyed a champagne reception in a 
marquee above By The Bay restaurant during the dis¬ 
play. 

Local organisations have also been fundraising 
throughout the week for Lyme Regis Community 
Week. 

Despite the cloudy weather, the event attracted tens 
of thousands of people and the Red Arrows gave a 
full display, described as the “best and longest” seen 
in the town. 

Collections on the night raised £5,500, which is 
thought to be a record total, and the money will be 


split with 50 per cent going towards the cost of next 
year’s display and the rest being split between the or¬ 
ganisations which took part in Community Week and 
helped with collecting - Uplyme & Lyme Regis 
Cricket Club, Lyme Regis Development Trust/Gig 
Club, Lyme Regis Musical Theatre, Lyme Regis 
Christmas Lights Committee, the Rotary Club of 
Lyme Regis and the Town Mill. 

More than 60 people helped with collections on the 
evening, including a large group from the 1st Lym 
Valley Scouts, accompanied by parents, who were 
working towards their badges for service to the com¬ 
munity. 

A further donation of £1,500 will be made to the 
RNLI to acknowledge the lifeboat crew’s long asso¬ 
ciation with the Red Arrows in Lyme Regis.

I WAS a teenager studying English literature 
at the Woodroffe School when I first read 
Shakespeare’s “The Tempest”. I remember 
the magical story grabbed my interest and imag¬ 
ination from the start, and it was no different 
watching the Marine Players’ spectacular take 
on the tale at the Marine Theatre last week. 

Oddly enough, back in school they didn’t teach us 
about the play’s supposed links with Lyme. The real-life 
story of the former Mayor of Lyme Regis, Admiral Sir 
George Somers, who was shipwrecked on the mysteri¬ 
ous isles of Bermuda in 1609 on his way to Jamestowne, 
Virgina, subsequently claiming it for the British Crown 
and inspiring Shakespeare’s play, was something I learnt 
later in life. 

It’s a piece of Lyme’s history that has largely gone un¬ 
told, but that was put to rights last week as “The Tempest 
of Lyme” cleverly entwined the story of Sir George with 
the classic Shakespeare tale inspired by his endeavours. 

Directed by the Marine’s own Clemmie Reynolds and 
written by Lyme-bom scriptwriter Andrew Rattenbury, 
“The Tempest of Lyme” started inside the theatre where 
the two stories were set before the cast and musicians 
led the audience outside, where the remainder of the play 
was performed open-air, using the theatre’s seaside lo¬ 
cation to its full advantage. 

I attended on the last night - luckily the weather held 
out for the whole week allowing the open-air production 
to go ahead as planned. Everyone who had been earlier 
in the week said I was in for a treat, and I could tell from 
the opening scene that this was going to be something 
really special. 

Star of the show was Nicola Kathrens, following in the 
footsteps of Helen Mirren by turning Shakespeare’s lead 
Prospero into the female Prospera. She commanded the 
stage almost entirely throughout; keeping the audience 
enthralled from the first to the last word, delivering the 
complicated Shakespearean script perfectly and adding 
a touch of humour as she came out of character for the 
segments following Sir George’s story. 

Prospera was one of several characters switched from 
male to female for the production, with the portrayal of 
Ariel, a spirit of the island, surely being one of the 
biggest successes of the show. Six young girls - Lucy 
Ratcliff, Aurelia Welch, Sophie Thomas, Becky Vam- 
dell, Serena Ballacchino and Freya Hester - took on the 
role jointly, moving and speaking together to great ef¬ 
fect. 

Bramble Wallace as Prospera’s innocent daughter Mi¬ 
randa, and Joe Urquhart as the charming Ferdinand were 
sweet in portraying the tale of young love, while Phil 
Christmas threw himself into the role of slave Caliban, 
and Val Christmas and John Simpson kept things light¬ 
hearted as clown Trincula and drunken butler Stephano. 

Back in Bermuda, the cast took on the roles of the 
shipwrecked Sea Venture’s crew and passengers, led by 
Sir George Somers (Fred Humphrey) and Sir Thomas 
Gates (John Murphy). 

Declan Duffy kept the audience amused as Lyme-bom 
Sylvester Jourdain, who wrote an account of the ship¬ 
wreck and subsequent events in Bermuda, believed to 
be used by Shakespeare in writing “The Tempest”, al¬ 
though local stage stalwart Brian Rattenbury was quick 
to dispute that in the role of William Strachey, secretary-

elect of the Virgina Company. 

This factual tale was weaved into this original take on 
“The Tempest” as part of the 20th anniversary celebra¬ 
tions of twinning between Lyme Regis and St George’s 
in Bermuda - with several visitors from Bermuda attend¬ 
ing on the final night - and each character gave an epi¬ 
logue at the end adding further historical relevance. 

Simple but effective staging, props and lighting, and 
an original musical score by award-winning film com¬ 
poser Andrew Dickson added to the success of this en¬ 
chanting, sell-out show, which cast and crew should be 
congratulated on. 

Just like reading “The Tempest” back in that class¬ 
room, this is something that won’t be forgotten soon.

The traditional illuminated boats was a peaceful and 
poignant end to a busy weekend, this year dedicated 
to local fisherman Brian Marks who died following a 
heart attack on the Cobb.

STONE ME!

SO it seems the weather gods finally got the 
memo that it's summer - hurrah! Of course, no 
sooner does the sun come out, than those heat¬ 
wave health warnings come flooding in. 

All very sensible - skin cancer rates have seen 
alarming rises over recent decades in the UK, and 
if you're not careful, heat exhaustion can turn into 
a medical emergency, so slap on the SPF, don't 
overdo it in the midday sun, and stay well hy¬ 
drated. 

And, if you need another reason to hit that 
eight-glasses-a-day water intake minimum that 
experts advise - consider this: dehydration could 
be putting you at risk of kidney stones... 

What are kidney stones? 

As the name suggests, kidney stones are small (or 
sometimes not so small!) stones that form in the 
kidneys. There are different types, but usually 
they're made up of deposits of calcium, ammo¬ 
nia, uric acid (one of the by-products from when 
the body breaks down food) and the amino acid 
cysteine. The medical term for them is 
nephrolithiasis. 

Who gets them? 

As Mr Vivek Wadhwa, a consultant urologist at 
Spire Parkway Hospital in Solihull (www.spire 
healthcare.com), notes, kidney stones are quite 
common and seen across all ages, from children 
through to the elderly. "But the peakage is about 
20-50," he adds. NHS figures suggest men are 
slightly more prone to them, with around three 
in 20 men, and two in 20 women, developing 
them at some stage. "And we tend to see patterns 
within certain occupations, and also geographi¬ 
cal locations and climates," adds Wadhwa. "For 
example, taxi drivers, chefs - people who tend to 
go long hours without drinking. And the highest 
incidence of kidney stones at the moment is in 
Dubai; you've got hot weather so people get de¬ 
hydrated, and they tend to eat a lot of animal 
protein." 

What causes them? 

As Wadhwa explains, while kidney stones can be 
common, there's a reason some people are more 
prone to them. "One of the main causes of kidney 
stones is not drinking enough fluid," he says. Put 
simply, fluids help flush the kidneys and keep 
things in healthy working order, while diets high 
in animal proteins can lead to an increase in uric 
acid, which may cause stones. Higher rates can 
run in families too, and certain medications are 
also associated with kidney stones. Sometimes 
pre-existing conditions, certain inherited condi¬ 
tions or a history of kidney problems can also 
mean you're more at risk. 
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Are they really that painful? 

Some stones are so tiny, they can easily go unno¬ 
ticed, but generally, they are known to be ex¬ 
tremely painful. Those tiny tubes aren't designed 
to have hard, bulky stones pass through them, so 
they can trigger an intense pain response that 
spreads across the back and abdomen. "Ladies al¬ 
ways say it's more painful than childbirth," says 
Wadhwa. "It's excruciating if the stone lodges in 
the urethra. The kidney's trying to excrete urine, 
and it can't. The main symptom is a sharp inter¬ 
mittent pain in the back, radiating around to the 
front." 

Can it be serious? 

While agonising, often kidney stones are a short¬ 
term problem and not serious. However, Wadhwa 
stresses it's important for anybody who experi¬ 
ences extreme, acute pain to seek medical atten¬ 
tion. Firstly, "you still have to rule out other 
things, like appendicitis, pancreatitis, ectopic 
pregnancy, aneurism... Quite often, until we've 
done a scan, we don't know what we're dealing 
with". 

Secondly, if a kidney stone causes a blockage or 
obstruction, this can rapidly turn very serious. "If 
you get a complete blockage then the kidney has 
nowhere to drain and you can get an acute in¬ 
fected obstructed system, and people do die 
from that," Wadhwa says. So if you also have a 
high temperature and fever and are very unwell, 
it's important to get to hospital urgently. 


How are kidney stones treated? 

Treatment usually starts, says Wadhwa, with ad¬ 
equate fluid and pain relief. Often this is all that's 
required, but more problematic and larger stones 
might need further treatment. "If the kidney's ob¬ 
structed, you have to de-obstruct the kidney by 
putting a tube in the back, and then you have to 
deal with the stone - it all depends on the size 
and position," Wadhwa explains. "If the stone's in 
the kidney and it's small, usually it's shock wave 
lithotripsy (ESWL, a non-invasive treatment that 
breaks up stones with shockwaves), and patients 
will be in and out within an hour. 

"Options for bigger stones include using a laser 
to break them up, and if the stone's really big, 
then you do percutaneous nephrolithotomy 
(PCNL), which means putting a tube directly into 
the kidney, breaking up the stone and sucking it 
out. This used to mean cutting open the tummy, 
but now it can all be done with minimally inva¬ 
sive techniques." 

How can I prevent them? 

Once you've had a kidney stone, you are at 
greater risk of having more. However, much of 
the advice for avoiding kidney stones applies to 
everybody, since they can be so common. "In the 
old days, we used to tell patients things like, 
'Don't drink milk, avoid dairy products etc', but 
we don't tend to do that any more," says Wadhwa. 
"What we do say is it's about a healthy diet, 
plenty of fluids, high fibre and low salt - those are 
the main things. I tell my patients to drink at least 
two to three litres of fluid a day."

■ OUR front page story last week on 
how scruffy Lyme looks as the 
peak season gets under way has been 
the subject of much talk about town. 

Former councillor and observer of all

Remembering World Cup win 

AS England gets set to mark the 50th anniversary of 
winning the World Cup against West Germany in 1966 
this Saturday, local historian Ken Gollop remembers 
how Lifeboat Day organisers had to come up with a 
quick plan to make sure the match didn't clash with 
their events. 

He said: "Before the lifeboat arrived in 1967 we had 
a small fundraising committee whose main event was 
Lifeboat Day, usually at the end of July. 

"Imagine our dismay when it was announced that 
England would play the World Cup final on our allot¬ 
ted day. I remember Mr Heape, our secretary, coming 
down to the Cobb saying, 'What are we going to do, 
no-one will be out and about in Lyme then?' 

"After a bit of discussion we decided if football was 
going to take our people away from us, we would 
bring the football to the people. 

"Over the course of the next 48 hours the council al¬ 
lowed us to use the west end of the shelters and all 
the deck chairs we needed. Wallis and Tomlin installed 
the largest TV they could find - their Viewline cable 
ran through the gardens behind the shelters. The 
boatmen provided large tarpaulins to hang from the 
top shelter railing to darken the interior. All free of 
charge we had a public TV lounge. 

"Some quick blackboard advertising around town 
resulted in a full audience of a couple of hundred who 
fully enjoyed the event, cheering and booing in¬ 
cluded; the atmosphere was tremendous, equal to 
any you see on TV today. 

"At the end our donation baskets filled quickly and I 
remember many joyful visitors helping us clear up af¬ 
terwards. I expect there are still quite a few around the 
country who remember seeing the 1966 World Cup in 
Lyme Regis." 

■ LYME Regis Football Club will be marking the 50th 
anniversary of the World Cup win with a day of 
events this Saturday, July 30th, including a screen¬ 
ing of the winning 1966 match at 3pm. 

This will be preceded by the Seasiders playing a 
friendly match and there will also be a barbecue 
throughout the afternoon.

A message for councillors: stand up and 
be counted, don't hide behind legislation 


■ YOUR front page headline in last week’s View From Lyme Regis 
(July 20th) comes as no surprise to me and I am sure many others 
who knew our town when it was managed and controlled by Lyme 
Regis Borough Council. 

1) The beach and seafront have weeds growing on them. How 
soon before someone starts growing flowers and vegetables? 

2) Our river from Horn Bridge to the mouth is absolutely disgust¬ 
ing and has been for ages. Weeds, bushes and trees out of control, 
not to mention that Japanese knotweed, which we were all, nation¬ 
wide, warned of the dangerous effect it has on our plant life, but 
now grows in abundance on the banks of our river, and how can 
anyone enjoy the sight or the obvious spectacle of neglect looking 
at the river from Mill Green along the Lynch? 

3) The seagull problem. Having experienced a seagull swooping 
down and attacking and destroying food being laid out in my own 
garden just last week, I can personally understand the feeling of 
fright and dismay it leaves. I guess I was lucky it didn’t attack me, 
like the little boy on the beach the other day. 

OK, I can hear you saying ‘what do you propose doing about the 
foregoing?’. Well, I am not suggesting for one minute that I have 
the immediate or probable solution. However, a start would be for 
the town council to address the situations and not hide behind leg¬ 
islation. 

1) Have our current council workers destroy the weeds initially 
and manage and control them continually in the future. 

2) Hire a couple of people capable of keeping the river constantly 
free of debris and growth, and oppose opposition to that by accept¬ 
ing that if they don’t do it, the town will. It could also provide em¬ 
ployment for a couple of locals (a’hem, people living in the town). 
They could also do any pointing required on the Cobb and around 
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the town. 

3) This isn’t so easy, except to say a few years back Lyme had its 
own tip on top of the cliffs between Lyme and Charmouth where 
the seagull population gathered to nest, feed and breed. No, I ap¬ 
preciate that was a landfill tip and no longer is that style of waste 
disposal acceptable, but the area is still there and supposedly could 
be used to entice seagulls there using modern-day thinking and 
technology, especially during the summer months. 

Just imagine our summer visitors seeing gulls but not having the 
fear, that’s how it used to be. Oh, I am not supposed to say that, am 
I? 

The foregoing are just three items of many that deny Lyme of 
what it deserves, a spectacle to impress. Ken Gollop and Stan 
Williams have observed and state that there are many more. 

In conclusion, I would urge our council to stand up and be 
counted for the requirements of our town and don’t let so-called 
regulations, health and safety, within reason, and legislation under¬ 
mine our needs. Bottom line, the town belongs to its residents 12 
months a year and the councillors were elected to meet their needs, 
not hide behind legislature. 

In other words, have the desire and provide the necessary when 
required, or why bother to be a councillor?

Please think again about removing rotunda 


■ WHAT is our town council thinking of? 

They spend thousands of pounds supporting the Marine Theatre, 
and rightly so, but have, in a petty-minded way, decreed the re¬ 
moval of the advertising rotunda from Cobb Gate, apparently 
without consultation or consideration of the effect on the theatre. 

Tucked away as it behind the Guildhall, it cannot be obvious to 
many visitors that we even have a theatre. I would urge council¬ 
lors to do a few minutes of research, standing by the rotunda and 
observing the number of passers-by and bus queue members read¬ 
ing about upcoming events. 


This decision is highly likely to have a devastating effect on 
ticket sales at the theatre, and increase the need for subsidy or, 
heaven forbid, cause us to lose this most-valued treasure. 

I urge our representatives to reconsider this decision; does it ex¬ 
press the will of the local electorate? I doubt it! Has anybody even 
complained about the rotunda? 

It will no doubt cost thousands of pounds to remove it and re¬ 
place it with what?

IF you follow Game of Thrones you might recog¬ 
nise the quote but I think it sums up the post Brexit 
mood quite well. Whether you voted remain or 
leave we are where we are and there is a collective 
desire to arrive at the same place. A stronger, stable 
and healthy economy is the desire of everyone. 

Research from Symonds & Sampson shows that 
we are on the right course with more sales agreed 
since the referendum than in the same period last 
year.

million agreed since 24 June, with buyers contin¬ 
uing to move from the South East and London but 
it is the enquiries from ex pats in Europe that have 
been most interesting. Many UK citizens living in 
France, for example, are nervous about President 
Hollande and the taxes that he might impose on 
them. 

A welcome by-product of the Brexit vote may 
well be that a root and branch review of the struc¬ 
tural housing deficit is high on the political 
agenda, leading to a more creative and concerted 
long-term strategy to build more suitable homes. 
The abandonment of the 2020 target for eradicat¬ 
ing the budgetary deficit may give more funding 
options than previously existed to make some se¬ 
rious inroads 

So the current sentiment seems more concerned 
with day to day practicalities of life than the un¬ 
controllable machinations of global politics. There
